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INTRODUCTION 


THE Standing Committee of the General Synod which was 
entrusted by the Conference and Synod with the task of issuing 
a report of the proceedings, has thought it advisable to explain 
in this preface the actual task which confronted the Anglican 
Conference when it reassembled after an interval of three years 
since its last meeting in 1909. 


At that meeting, the Preamble, Constitution and Canons 
of a General Synod were agreed to tentatively in an English 
form. It was arranged that in this form they should be 
submitted to the authorities of the Church of England, the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, 
and the Church of England in Canada, for provisional sanction. 
At the same time an authorised Chinese translation was made, 
to be submitted to the various Diocesan Synods or Conferences 
for their consideration and to form the basis of discussion at 
the next meeting of the Conference. 


The English version was in due course submitted to the 
authorities above mentioned, and in no case was any exception 
taken to it. The Chinese translation was likewise submitted 
to the various Dioceses, and although several minor alterations 
were suggested, there were no serious objections raised on points. 
of crucial importance. 


The Conference met for Corporate Communion at St 
John’s Pro-Cathedral, Jessfield, Shanghai, at 10.30 a.m. on 
Thursday, April 18th, 1912. The service and sermon were in 
Chinese, Bishop Scott being the preacher. The Conference 
was called to order at 2 p.m. on the same day, Bishop Scott 
presiding, and the Rev. F. L. Norris, the Rev. B. L. Ancell, 
the Rev. T. H. Tai, and the Rev. S. T. Yu were appointed as 
secretaries. At a later session Bishop Roots of Hankow was 
elected Vice-Chairman, and relieved the President at the 
afternoon sessions. 


The continued unrest obtaining in many parts of China 
unfortunately prevented a full attendance from several dioceses, 
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and Bishop Lander’s absence in England deprived the 
Conference to its very great regret of his assistance at its 
debates. Fortunately in one case, that of Western China, 
where it had not been possible to elect delegates, four English 
clergy, two English laymen, and two Chinese laymen were in 
Shanghai, and by a special resolution were empowered to 
represent that diocese in the conference. Ten Bishops, thirty- 
seven clerical and thirty-four lay delegates composed the 
Conference; and the difficult task of interpretation was 
undertaken mainly by Bishop Roots (Hankow) and the Rev. 
Bernard Ts’en (Wuhu). A telegram of greeting from the 
Board of Missions of the American Church was read, and the 
Conference voted to acknowledge it by a telegram in reply. 


Two resolutions took precedence of the main business of 
the Conference, one expressing thankfulness for the establish- 
ment of three new Dioceses since 1909, viz., those of Kwangsi 
and Hunan, of Honan, and of Wuhu: the other making mention 
of the life and work of the late George Evans Moule, for 
twenty-eight years Bishop in Mid-China, who had recently 
passed to his rest. 


The Conference then took up its main task, and for more 
than four days, with the help of a special Committee appointed 
for the purpose, it was occupied with the revision of the Chinese 
text of the Preamble, Constitution and Canons. The English 
equivalent of this revised text is printed in this Report side 
by side with the Chinese original, which is, of course, the 
authoritative text. It may be as well to point out here the 
principal alterations which were made in the draft by the 
Conference. In the English version these changes are very 
few. Three only are of importance: (1) that which by omitting 
the words “of the General Synod” from the title makes the 
Constitution and Canons refer to the Chung Hua Sheng Kung 
Hui and not to the General Synod of that Church; (2) the 
addition of the Church of England in Canada to the Churches 
of England and America as the founders of Dioceses in China; 
(3) the addition, in the first line of the Preamble, of the words 
“throughout the world” to the words “ Holy Catholic Church.” 
The Chinese text, on the other hand, was very largely recast: 
a treatment which was almost inevitable when it is remembered 
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that the Chinese language is at the present day in a stage of 
transition almost as violent as that which is marking politically 
the change from monarchy to republicanism. But while whole 
sentences are hardly recognisable in their new dress, the fact 
that so few changes have been necessary in the English version 
shows how little alteration has been really made in the sense. 


On Friday morning, April 26th, at noon, the Conference 
assembled in the Pro-Cathedral, and while the members stood 
up in solemn silence, the President read in English the 
Preamble to the Constitution, the Chinese text being read 
immediately afterwards. By this act was constituted the 
General Synod of the Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui, in which 
Church are bound together all the Dioceses of the Anglican 
Communion in China, whether founded from America, from 
England, or from Canada. <A hearty rendering of the Ze 
Deum, followed by the Blessing, fitly closed the brief but 
momentous service. 


Various committees appointed by the Conference of 1909 
had already entered on the task of presenting their reports, 
of which a short summary is given in the Appendix. The 
work of committees is of very great importance, but it is 
carried out under serious disadvantages. In many cases the 
only possible meeting of the committee takes place between 
the sessions of the Conference at which its report has to be 
presented. A strong feeling arose and found informal expres- 
sion on this occasion that in future years at least the afternoon 
of the day on which the opening service takes place, as well 
as two or more days before the sessions are finished, should 
be set aside definitely for committee work. Such an arrange- 
ment would enable both the outgoing and incoming com- 
mittees to organise their work more thoroughly. 


The Conference was brought to a close early on Friday 
afternoon, and the inaugural session of the General Synod 
followed immediately, to allow of the transaction of formal 
business. The Standing Committee have thought it best to 
print the Report of this first meeting of the General Synod 
immediately after the Constitution and Canons of the Chung 
Hua Sheng Kung Hui. Following the Report will be found 
the Resolutions adopted at the Conference, the Committees 
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which have been appointed as Committees of the Synod, and 
various appendices. 


The closing service was held at St. Peter’s Church, Sinza, 
on Sunday, April 28th, when a very able sermon was preached 
by the Rev. S. C. Huang (Hankow). 


As on previous occasions, the members of the Conference 
hailing from other places than Shanghai enjoyed the generous 
hospitality of the American Church Mission, and a hearty vote 
of thanks at the close of the Conference sessions seemed an 
all too inadequate acknowledgement of the kindness and 
extra work involved in the entertainment of so many guests for 
so long a period. 


One or two comments on the proceedings as a whole may 
fitly find place in this preface. or the first time Chinese was 
the official language of the Conference; and the fact that so 
much of its time was given up to the revision of the Chinese 
text.) of , the: ‘Constitution, etc. tmade, 1f- natural thats the 
Chinese delegates should take a larger share than ever before 
in the Conference debates; and if on the one hand it was 
a matter of regret that so much valuable time was spent over 
points of Chinese scholarship about which (as it sometimes 
seems to the foreign mind) no certain conclusion can ever be 
reached, on the other hand it was a real opportunity for our 
brethren to grow familiar with the rules of debate and one of 
which they made good use. The reports of committees, the 
resolutions, the daily “ minutes,” were all submitted in Chinese; 
and, although the burden of interpreting was heavy, it seemed 
almost more effective than three years ago, the chief difficulties 
arising in the case of the Cantonese and Fuhkienese delegates. © 


As regards the Resolutions which were passed by the Con- 
ference, much might be said if space permitted. But attention 
must be drawn to the third and fourth, which deal with 
Church Extension, constituting an appeal not only to the 
Home Churches (III) but also to the Church in China (IV) to 
extend the work already begun; to the fifth, which reappoints 
the Committee on Unity with an even wider scope of action 
than before; to the seventh, which touches on a question full of 
difficulty and in the past marked by some divergence of 
opinion; and to the eighth, which recalls the similar desire 
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expressed in England if not in America for a revision of the 
present Lectionary. 


And lastly, the Standing Committee would point with 
real thankfulness to the fact referred to in the last resolution, 
as being a true token of the seriousness of purpose which lay 
behind the discussions of the Conference. In answer to an 
appeal from the Central China Famine Relief Committee, no 
fewer than eight members of the Conference volunteered to 
proceed at once to the famine-stricken districts, to take a share 
in the work of famine relief. 


The “grain of mustard seed” represented by the Con- 
ference of five Bishops of the Anglican Communion in 1897 
has already grown to wondrous proportions: the ten Bishops, 
the twenty-seven foreign delegates, the fifteen Chinese clergy 
and twenty-nine Chinese laymen, who met in Conference and 
Synod, represented a Church consisting of eleven Dioceses, 
scattered over all but five or six of the provinces of China; 
and as day followed day, all alike were conscious of friendships 
more closely knitted, of community of purpose and of life 
more fully realised, of the “unity of the Spirit,” of the “ bond 
of peace.” It is indeed with a good hope that the Standing 
Committee of the first General Synod of the Church of China 
sends forth this Report of the inaugural session of that Synod, 
and of the proceedings of the Conference which made the 
meeting of the Synod possible.

PREAMBLE 


WE, Bishops, Clergy and Laity of the Holy Catholic 
Church throughout the world, representing the various Dioceses 
and Missionary Districts established in China and Hongkong 
by the Church of England, the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States of America, and the Church of England in 
Canada, | 


accepting the Scriptures of the Old and New Testament, 
and believing them to contain all things necessary to salvation, 
and to be the ultimate standard of faith, 


professing the Faith as summed up in the Nicene Creed 
and the Apostles’ Creed, holding to the Doctrine which Christ 
our Lord commanded, and to the Sacraments of Baptism and 
the Lord’s Supper which He Himself ordained, and accepting 
His Discipline, according to the Commandments of God, 


maintaining the ministry of the Church which we have 
received through the Episcopate in the three orders of Bishops, 
Priests, and Deacons, which orders have been in Christ’s 
Church from the time of the Apostles, 


being here assembled in Conference at Shanghai on this 
twenty-sixth day of April inthe year of our Lord one thousand 
nine hundred and twelve, hereby constitute a Synod which 
shall be called the General Synod of the Chung Hua Sheng 
Kung Hui* (3#387.@), and to this end set forth and 


establish the following :— 


CONSTITUTION 


Article I. General Synod. 


There shall be a General Synod of the Chung Hua Sheng 
Kung Hui. 


* Anglice: ‘* Church of China” or ‘‘Chinese Church.” 
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Article II. Constitution of the S ynod. 


The General Synod of the Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui 
shall be composed of the Bishops of that Church, and of clerical 
and lay delegates elected by each Diocese or Missionary District. 


Article LII. Form of the Synod. 


The General Synod shall consist of two Houses, the House 
of Bishops, and the House of Delegates, which shall meet 
separately, or, by mutual agreement, together. 


Article IV. Officers of the Synod. 


Each House shall elect its own Chairman from among its 
members: the Chairman of the House of Bishops shall preside 
at all joint meetings of the two Houses: the other officers 
of the Synod shall be appointed in accordance with the 
provision made by Canon. 


Article V. Voting. 
No Act or Resolution of the General Synod shall be valid 
unless passed by a majority in both Houses. 


A vote ‘by-'orders’ in the Heusé of Delegates. may be 
claimed as provided for by Canon: and when so claimed, a 
majority in each Order shall be necessary to the passing of any 
Act or Resolution in that House. 


Article VI. Functions of the Synod. 


The Functions of the General-Synod shall be as follows: 


(1) The enactment of Canons and the amendment of the 
same, and the amendment of the Constitution : 


(2) The determination of matters that may be submitted 
to the General Synod by Diocesan Bishops or Synods: 


(3) The determination of other matters touching the 
general welfare of the Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui. 


Article VII, Meetings of the Synod. 


The General Synod shall meet every third year: the date 
and place of its next meeting shall be determined by the Synod 
before the close of each meeting.

The Chairman of the House of Bishops, with the advice 
and consent of the Standing Committee, may summon a special 
meeting of the Synod. 


Article VIII, Amendment of the Constitution. 


Proposals to amend the Constitution must first be brought 
forward in a regular meeting of the General Synod and receive 
the assent of both Houses. They must then be brought 
forward again at the next ensuing regular meeting of the © 
Synod, and be passed by a two-thirds majority in both Houses.

The Secretary of each Diocesan Synod or Conference 
shall send a list of the Delegates elected to the Secretary of the 
House of Delegates. 

§ 7. Each Delegate shall deliver the certificate of his 
election to the Secretary of the House of Delegates before the 
ensuing meeting of the Synod. 

§ 8. No Delegate shall take part in the debates of the 
Synod or vote therein, until the Secretary of the House of 
Delegates has reported that such Delegate has received a 
certificate of his due election.

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Report of the First Meeting of the 
General Synod of the Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui 
held at Shanghai 
on the twenty-sixth day of April, 1912 


THE House of Bishops met at 3.30 p.m. and elected the Bishop 

of North China as Chairman, and the Bishop of Shanghai as 
Secretary. 

It was determined, with the consent of the House of Delegates, 
that the next regular meeting of the General Synod should be held 
at Shanghai on Wednesday, the fourteenth of April, 1915. 

The Bishop of Fuhkien was elected as a member of the Standing 
Committee. 

Approval was given to the election by the House of Delegates 
of Archdeacon Sing (Chekiang) as Treasurer of the Synod. 

The suggestion of the House of Delegates that a telegram of 
greeting should be sent to the Church in Japan was also approved. 

The House of Delegates was called to order by the Rev. F. L. 
Hawks Pott, D.D., who had been provisionally named as Chairman, 
at 3.30 p.m., and the Delegates delivered their Certificates of Election 
to the acting Secretary, who called the roll (see list following). 


The election of officers was then proceeded with, and resulted 
as follows: 


Chairman: The Rev. F. L. Hawks Pott, D.D. (Shanghai). 
Secretary: TYhe Rev. F. L. Norris (North China). 
Treasurer: The Ven. Archdeacon Sing (Chekiang). 


Representatives on the Standing Committee:

The date and place of the next meeting of the General Synod 
as proposed by the House of Bishops was approved, and a suggestion 
that the Secretaries of the Synod should send a telegram of greeting 
to the Church in Japan was accepted, and received the approval of 
the House of Bishops. 
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The members of the House of Bishops then entered the House 
and the Chairman of the House of Bishops asked the members of 
the Synod to join in singing the Doxology, after which he gave the 
Blessing, and declared the Synod adjourned.

THIS Conference desires to record its thankfulness to 
Almighty God for the formation, since its last session, of three 
new Episcopal jurisdictions in China, and the consecration of 
three Bishops to preside over the same. It extends a very 
cordial welcome to the Right Rev. William Banister, Bishop of 
Kwangsi and Hunan, to the Right Rev. William Charles White, 
Bishop of Honan, and to the Right Rev. Daniel Trumbull 
Huntington, Bishop of Wuhu; and further assures them that 
in undertaking the responsibilities to which God has called 
them, they have our hearty sympathy and prayers. 


This Conference desires to express its deep sense of the 
ereat benefits which have accrued to the Church of China 
through the life and Episcopate of George Evans Moule, 
formerly Bishop in Mid-China. It recognises with thankfulness 
the debt which as a Conference it owes to his wise and loving 
Suidance in its earlier meetings, and it respectfully offers its 
hearty sympathy to the family and friends of the late Bishop in 
their bereavement. 


(Resolutions III-IV) on Church Extension. 


IIT. 


That this Conference desires to call the attention of the 
Churches of the Anglican Communion throughout the world to 
the appeal which the present condition of the country and 
people of China makes to the Christian Church, and to the 
great opportunity which is now presented for the evangelisation 
of this nation. It would call particular attention to the urgent 
need for the subdivision of some of the existing Dioceses, 
which now nominally. include all the eighteen provinces of 
China and a part of Manchuria. 


Whereas, it is essential to the spiritual well-being of the 
Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui that the principle of obedience to 
the last command of our Divine Lord to preach the Gospel to 
every creature be accepted by the Church in its corporate 


capacity, 
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Resolved: That a Board of Missions of the Chung Hua 
Sheng Kung Hui be established, and to this end a Committee 
be appointed to draft a Canon on the Board of Missions of the 
Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui: such Committee to present its 
draft Canon for adoption at the next ensuing regular meeting of 
the General Synod. The Committee is further authorised to take 
such preliminary measures as may be necessary with a view to | 
the inauguration of a Mission or Missions of the Chinese Church, 
to be established in the first instance in some part of China.

(2) to send out a letter of fraternal greeting in the name 
of the Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui, addressed to all 
Christians in China ; 


(3) to act as an Advisory Board, and to coliect information 
on all matters concerning Ghactan Unity or co-opera- 
tion with other Christian bodies in China. 


VI. Sunday Schools. 


That a Committee be appointed on Sunday School work, 
with power to add to its number— 


(1) to take into consideration the question of preparation of 
Sunday School Lessons, and to take action in regard 
to the same ; 


(2) to collect and send to the various Dioceses information 
and suggestions which may in any way help forward 
the Sunday School work of the Church of China ; 


(3) to receive reports from Diocesan Synods in regard to 

- the advisability of Sunday School organisation, and 
of relationship to the China Sunday School Union on 
these two points.

Abstract of Reports presented by Committees to the Conference. ’ 


Committee on Hymnals 


advised against preparation of a common Hymnal until there 
should be a larger number of native hymns available. 


Committee on Wenli Prayer Book 


presented Bishop Moule’s translation of the English Prayer 
Book together with the Wenli version now in use in the 
American Dioceses as the basis of reference in determining 
questions of doctrine or allowable form, pending further action 
in this matter by the General Synod. 


Committee on Mandarin Prayer Book 


presented a tentative edition containing Morning and Evening 
Prayer the Litany, Prayers and Thanksgivings for occasional 
use, Collects, Epistles and Gospels, the Holy Communion and 
Baptismal Offices, and the Order for Confirmation—inviting 
further criticism and suggestions. 


Church Newspaper. 


This gave rise to some discussion, and a Committee was 
appointed, to.,report, to, the. Gonference.,:, his .Cammittee 
recommended that the editorship of the paper should be in the 
hands of a man familiar with both the English and Chinese 
languages, who could give all his time to this work: his salary 
might be found by means of the grant offered by the S.P.C.K. 
of London to provide an Editorial Secretary: that the various 
Dioceses would probably have to contribute something like 
$1,200 a year, if the paper was to pay its way; and that there 
should be a small Advisory Committee to assist the Editor. 


The Rev. T. H. Tai, on whom the burden of editing the 
paper has mainly fallen during the last three years, undertook 
to continue to carry on the duties of editor until the end of 
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June, but asked to be relieved from that date. A statistical 
return was circulated, showing the following facts :— |

The report alluded to a grant of 41,000 from the Pan- 
Anglican Thankoffering Fund, the interest of which sum 
would be available to help forward the publication of Church 
Literature, or to subsidise the “Chinese Churchman”: and to 
an offer from the S.P.C.K. to provide the salary of a Literary 
>éecretary.) The s@ommittees turtheralludedmrostheencedm og 
more Church publications, and to the list of such publications 
as were already issued, which they had brought up to date. 


A Special Committee was appointed to consider the matter 
further, and this Committee reported to the Conference as 
follows: , 


(1) that there should be a representative General Committee 
which would appoint its own Executive Committee; 


(2) that this Committee should administer the interest on 
the 41,000 given by the Pan-Anglican Thankoffering 
Fund; 


(3) that the Secretary supported by the S.P.C.K. should

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his duties should include the editing of the Church 
newspaper, the Calendar and Year Book, as well as the 
publishing of Church literature. 


Unity. 

The Committee reported with regret that it had received 
no response to the Open Letter of 1907 since the last Conference 
was held in 1909. It referred to the successful efforts at co- 
operation now being made in the Diocese of Fuhkien, and to its 
conviction that by securing unity in itself the Anglican Com- 
munion has in no small degree helped forward the cause of 
Unity. 

During the sittings of the Conference the Committee was 


entrusted with the task of redrafting certain resolutions 


suggested by the Bishop of Honan, and their revised draft 
formed the basis of their instructions as contained in Resolution

Local Adaptation. 


The Committee’s Report emphasized the fact that whereas 
there is at the present time a tendency in China rashly to throw 
aside old national customs in favour of untried and possibly 
unedifying foreign customs, the Church has a special duty to 
exercise a steadying influence in this matter; and that, 
consequently, the Committee should be continued until the next 
meeting of the General Synod.

The Committee prepared tentative lists of terms, but in 
their report emphasized the difficulties which had beset their 
work, and their consequent unwillingness to embody the lists 
in their formal Report. 


Statistics. 


The Committee’s Report mentioned the labours of the 
Rev. S. H. Littell in issuing the first two numbers of the 
Church Almanac or Year Book, and proposed that the Con- 
ference appoint a Committee of one on Statistics, and also an 
Editor for the Church Year Book. 
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Appeal to the Home Churches. 

The Committee reported that replies had been received from 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and from the Presiding Bishop 
of the American Church; and the Conference ordered a trans- 
lation of these replies to be published in the Chinese Report 
of the Conference.
